The  first  Master  of  Business 
Administration  degrees  will  be 
granted  at  BYU  in  May,  an¬ 
nounced  Dr.  Quinn  McKay,  direc¬ 
tor. 


This  is  an  intensive  two-year 
program  for  graduate  students 
that  they  can  enter  only  in  the 
fall.  All  classes  are  outlined  and 
it  proceeds  at  a  predetermined 
pace  so  that  the  entire  class 
graduates  together.  It  requires 
such  demanding  work  that  they 
are  not  permitted  to  work  part- 
time,  Dr.  McKay  said. 

THE  STUDENTS,  who  are  all 
eligible  for  financial  aid,  are 
chosen  on  the  basis  of  their 
•grade-point  average,  a  test  usual¬ 
ly  given  to  students  entering 
graduate  schools  of  business  ad- 
i  ministration  and  their  “maturity 
I  index,”  explained  Dr.  McKay. 
This  includes  such  things  as  their 
extra-curricular  activities,  mili¬ 
tary  and  work  experiences  and 
'mission. 

:  Indications  of  early  success  are 
already  beginning  to  show.  MBA 
holders  will  be  interviewed  this 
spring  by  McKienzie  Company  of 
San  Francisco,  a  firm  of  adver¬ 
tising  consultants.  They  were  in¬ 
terviewing  only  graduates  of 
Harvard  and  Stanford  before  this 
year,  according  to  Dr.  McKay.

Pres.  Aims 
Program  at 
Legislators

President  Kennedy,  buoyed  by 
an  opening  day  victory,  today  set 
up  a  timetable  for  delivering 
three  major  messages  to  Con¬ 
gress  spelling  out  his  legislative 
demands  for  the  new  session. 

The  White  House  said  that  in 
addition  to  the  State  of  the  Un¬ 
ion  message  coming  Monday, 
Kennedy  will  submit  his  new  bud¬ 
get  recommendations  on  Jan.  It, 
and  the  annual  economic  report 
to  Congress  on  January  21. 

These  three  messages  will  out¬ 
line  the  pattern  of  his  overall 
program  for  Jhe  coming  year.  He 
is  expected  to  renew  requests  for 
key  New  Frontier  proposals  that 
were  rejected  during  his  first  two 
years  in  office — medical  care  for 
the  aged,  aid  to  education  and  cre¬ 
ation  of  a  department  of  urban 
affairs. 

Kennedy’s,  budget  message  will 
raise  the  issue  of  federal  spend- 
He  is  expected  to  ask  for  a 
billion  spending  ^program — a 
record  peacetime  high.  There  is 
substantial  sentiment — both  in 
Congress  and  out — that  no  tax 
cuts  should  be  voted  unless  gov¬ 
ernment  spending  is  reduced. 
However,  Kennedy  and  his  top 
advisers  are  convinced  that  the 
national  economy  is  overly-slug-. 
gish  and  tax  reduction  and  re¬ 
form  is  needed  as  a  stimulant. 

A  backstage  tug-of-war  was  go- 

g  on  among  House  Democrats 
over  the  naming  of  two  new 
members  to  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  which  will  hold  life- 
or-death  control  over  such  major 
legislation  as  medical  care  and 
taxes. 

The  heart  of  the  controversy 
centered  on  the  possible  choice 
of  Rep.  Phil  Landrum,  (D-Ga.), 
to  serve  on  the  powerful  Ways 
and  Means  group.  Liberal  Dem¬ 
ocrats  were  protesting  that  Lan¬ 
drum  has  refused  to  state  whe¬ 
ther  he  would  vote  to  send  the 
Medicare  bill  to  the  House  floor 
to  keep  it  bottled  up  in  the 
Committee  as  it  was  last  year. 

The  liberals  are  satisfied  with 
the  almost  certain  selection  of 
Rep.  Ross  Bass,  (D-Tenn.),  for 
the  other  vacancy. 

But  they  threatened  to  line  up 
in  favor  of  Rep.  W.  Pat  Jennings, 
(D-Va.),  over  Landrum  unless 
the  Georgian  pledges  support  of 
the  Medicare  measure.

New  Language  Lab  Provides  Students 
With  Vocal,  Audio-Visual  Experience

The  BYU  language  department 
started  operation  this  fall  vsdth 
newly  renovated  language  lab 
purported  to  be  the  best  in  the 
western  United  States,  according 
to  Dr.  H.  Darrel  Taylor,  depart¬ 
ment  chairman. 


THE  LAB,  modernized  and  en¬ 
larged  last  spring  and  summer, 
now  serves  125  students  an  hour, 
14  hours  a  day,  six  days  a  week. 
It  operates  11  different  taped 
programs  at  one  time  and  oper¬ 
ated  by  five  students  working  on 
a  part  time  basis. 


Remodeling  of  the  lab  cost 
$27,000  and  though  the  equip¬ 
ment  it  available  it,  is  as  yet  only 
1/10  operative. 


Dr.  Taylor  has  explained  that 
the  lab  has  five  functions  or 
phases,  only  one  of  which  is  fully 
operative  now. 


The  first  and  chief  phase  is 
called  the  audio-active  phase, 
which  gives  language  students  an 
opportunity  to  practice  out  of 
class  what  they  learn  in  class. 


Dr.  Taylor  stressed  that  learn¬ 
ing  a  language  is  like  learning  a 
skill  and  does  require  a  great 
deal  of  practice.  In  the  lab,  the 
student  follows  a  native  model 
on  tape,  repeats  after  him,  then 
hears  himself  and  the  native 
speaker  again. 


In  this  way  he  is  able  to  cor¬ 
rect  any  pronunciation  errors  he., 
may  be  making. 

THE..  SECOND .  PHASE,  is 
audio-active-record.  HhC  r  e  the 
student  is  able  to  record  the 
original  tape  and  his  words  and 
play  the  whole  thing  back.  This 
again  is  an  aid  to  pronunciation 
correction. 

The  audio-active-visual  phase 
makes  use  of  vision  in  language 
practice.  Filmed  images  are  pro¬ 
jected  on  a  back-projection 
screen  with  no  need  for  darkness. 
This  screen  can  be  seen  by  aU  in 
the  lab  and  the  sound  is  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  individual  through 
the  earphones. 

Phase  four  makes  use  of  the 
eight  conversation  rooms.  Here, 
no  more  than  six  students  meet 
with  a  native  speaker  and  are
